P ELPHIA, Pa., Sept: 8.—The 
‘| production of new alloys of great im- 
portance to industry has beér ‘made 
possible by the development of the 
hottest flame known, that. of atomic- 
hydrogen, according to Dr. Irving 
Langmuir, one of the world authori- 
tieson the structure of the atom. and 
Assistait Director of the General. Elec- 
tric Research Laboratory at Schenec- 
tady, who addressed the American 
Chemical Society here today. 

Stronger and more ductile alloys than’ 
could previously be made are now be- 


ing produced by the great heat of the | 


hydrogen flame, according to Dr. 
Langmui¥, which has been successful 
in ‘welding combinations of /metals 
which resisted all previous efforts to 
fuse them. The coming of the ‘‘Age 
of Alloys” was hailed by Dr. Langmuir 
as a result’of the discovery of the new 
hydrogen flame process. f 

In the new process powerful elec- 
tric arcs of twenty to eighty amperes 
are passed. between tungsten rods or 


electrodes one-eighth inch in diameter 
which are bathed in a rather gentle 
stream of ordinary hydrogen that 
escapes from annular nozzles sur- 
rounding the electrodes. 

In“the arc the hydrogen molecules, 
which consist each-of two atoms, are 
broken up or are dissociated into their 
component atoms. The stream of 
hydrogen blows the atomic hydrogen 
out of the arc against the metal Which 
is to be welded: 


Forms Intensely Hot Flame. 

The atomic hydrogen thus forma an 
intensely hot flame having a tempera- 
ture of 4,000 or 5,000 degrees Centi- 
grade or about 8,000 or 9,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, which burns within ‘the 
flame of the ordinary hydrogén. The 
inner atomic flame produces molecular

man of the American Farm Congress, 

-submitted to Mr. Coolidge a new farm 

relief plan which embodies the same 

general idea as the-Fess bill, except 
that it provides that the farmers shall 
initiate the formation of cooperatives 
be assisted by the Government 
only by more flexible credits. 

Mr. Drummond said he was opposed 
to the price fixing features of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, but thought the 
Government, through a cooperative 
system created by the farmers, might 
be able to aid the latter in disposing 
of their surplus staples, such as cot- 
_ton, grains, wool and tobacco. 

The plan, which sets up cooperatives 

\ and offers a program for disposition 
of the surpluses, has been sent to the 
leading members of Congress repre- 
senting farming sections. 

There was no statement frém the 
President today as to the new pro- 
posal. Mr. Coolidge is studying all 

farm relief plans evélved, and, it is 
declared, he may make, a new m- 
mendation to Congress on ques- 
tion, which is still a political issue in 
the corn belt States. | 

“Any one who thinks that President’ 
Coolidge does not understand the farm 
problem and is not giving it serious 
consideration is mistaken,”’ Mr. Drum- 
mond said. ‘The criticism of the 
President and the Administration on 
the farm question is undeserved.” — 

Mr. Drummond declared all farmers 
were interested in the protective 
tariff as the agriculturalist was tra- 
ditionally a protectionist. 

“There is some Gemand for a re- 
vision of the tariff upward to help the 
farmer, but this demand does not sup- 
port any changes which would break 
down the tariff structure,’’ Mr. Drum- 
mond added. “I suppose the farmer 
generally wants a duty jplaced on 
hides, but I do not see how he-can be 
helped by an increased duty on wheat. 
The American people are on a higher 
plane by reason of the tariff, and the 
lowering of the tariff wall would 
lower the standard of living, despite 
the superiority of- American me- 
chanics.’’ 

Mr. Drummond said he thought 
there would be some new farm relief 
program in@the next session of Con- 
gress which would embody the best 
principles of the Fess bill and place 
the responsibility of 4brming /coopera- 
tives and taking care of surplus pro- 
duction on the farm associations. He 
is opposed to the Government trying 
to fix’ the price of. surplus products, 
but feels that it.ought to give some 
aid in the way of flexible credits.

Smith’s Part in Transaction. 


Mr. Buckner went into detail as to 
the unique character and political po- 
sition of Jesse Smith. He\sketched 
him as “a country merchant running a 
small store in the county-seat town of 
Washig@gton Court House, Ohio, which 


was the Daugherty home; who:sold his 
safety pins and hairpins and his table- 
cloths, and wds in constant communi- 
ation with and attendance upon the 
Daugherty family, to whom he was 
very much devoted.”” He said he would 
prove to have been “not a politician”’ 
but on intimate terms with Harry 
Daugherty and his brother Mal, and 
that .the thfee had owned together a 
‘little country house, or a little coun- 
try shack, where they used to retire 
and enjoy themselves as people do in 
a country town.’”

Mr. Buckner then followed Jesse 
Smith to Washington, fromthe time 
he arrived with Harry Daugherty on 
the latter’s elevation to the Atterney 
General’s office by President Harding 
in 1921 to his suicide two years later 
in the suite which he occupied with 
Mr. Daugherty in the Wardman-Park 
Hotel. He described the association of 
the powerful party leader and the erst- 
while obscure country merthant as in- 
timate and inseparable. They break- 
fasted together, he said, and slept in 
adjoining rooms, He said Smith served 
as Daugherty’s major domo and cou- 
rter, paying all traveling bills out of 
‘his extra account in the Midland Bank 
back home, tipping porters and buying 
tickets. He said he never was em- 
ployed by the Government, but he had 
a room.in the Department of Justice, 
“was given the run of the Depart- 
ment,’”’ was paid. $4 a day and expenses 
by the Government on his tommissions 
for the Attorney General. |

Meanwhile, the assertions continued, 
Colonel Miller had in his own files a 
letter from officials of the American 
Metal Company, dated 1919, which 
sought permission to negotiate with 
‘the German owners for the purchase of 
the 49 per cent. of interned assets;

Cohen and Brofman pleaded guiity 
geveral weeks ago to robbery in the 
first degree in connect:on with the 
holdup of,the jewelry. salesroom of 
Abraham Faigin in- the Silversmiths’ 
Building in.Maiden Lane on July 19. 
Cohen was sentenced a week later to 
forty years in Sing Sing. That sen- 
tence was deferred yesterday by Judge 
Koenig in General Sessions until Oct.

PREVENTING DIPHTHERIA. 

An organized campaign ‘against 
diphtheria is to be eartied on by all 
.the health agencies -of the country 
during this month and next. The 
purpose is. to prevent the occurrence 
of the disease. The public is already 
familiar with the favorable chances of 
a patient whdse case has been prompt- 
ly diagnosed and treated with anti- 
toxin. : But it is*not so generally 
known that preventive treatment is 
now available. Since 1913 the Schick 
test has enabled physicians to deter- 
mine whether a person is susceptible 
to diphtheria. The widespread use of 
this test has shown that infants up 
to six months‘are usually immune and | 
that children. past the age of six years 
are in less danger of infection than 
those who are younger. This leaves 
the age group.from nine months to 
six years the most susceptible and in 
the greatest need of protection. 

To the public:and. particularly to the 
parents of young children the accu- 
tate information about permanent 
protection given by the American As- 
sociation for Medical Progress is of 
great value. A wealt diphtheria toxin, 
neutralized by a mixture of antitoxin,, 
is given in three doses about one 
week apart. What is known as an 
active immunity results. It develops 
very slowly, sometimes taking as long 
as six months before protection is en- 
tirely effective. It has been dem- 
onstrated that the antitoxin produced 
by the\body protects it for years and 
it is possible that this immunity lasts 
for life. 

In New York City over 400,000 chil- 
dren have already been immunized by 
this method. No unpleasant effects 
have. followed, and a falling off of 

5,000 cases’ of diphtheria, a year is 
— by the Health Department 
since the method,:was inaugurated. 
Other large cities report similar im- 
provement, and in some smaller com- 
munities, where about 85 per cent. of 
thé school and pre-school children 
have had the. treatment, there have 
been more cases of diphthesia among 
adults. than among the younger 
groups where it has been such a 
menace. 

Thirty years ago more than one- 
third of those attacked by the disease 
died, and effective -preventive meas- 
ures were unknown. Perhaps that is

CORN BRAVING WEATHER. 


Good Progress Despite Wet—Wheat 
Threshing Delayed. 


The weekly weather report of the 
Agricultural Department says this of 
corn and wheat: 

“The corn crop in general made fair 
to very good progress’during the week’ 
in the principal producing areas, but 
dry warm weather is needed to hasten 


maturity in nearly all the corn States. 
Some damage was reported by flooding 
of low lands in parts of the interior 
valley States, but recent rains have 
caused improvement in those sections 
of: the great plains where improve- 
ment was possible. Early corn has 
matured as far north as Kentucky. 
and much of the crop is now out of 
danger from frost in some Northwast- 
ern districts, but in general corn is. 
late, and will need a favorable Fall 
for maturing. 

‘Threshing was interrupted in the 
Spring wheat belt, and also in North- 
ern States to * eastward, ‘with fur- 
ther damage to grain in shock, —* 
cially to oats, in parts of the u 
Mississippi and Ohio ‘Valleys aA. he 
lake regions and northeast. Plowing 
for Winter wheat made slow *progress 
in most. central and. eastern parts of 
the belt because of wet soil, but this 
— made better advance in the west- 

rtions, where rainfall was bene-. 
ficis in conditioning the soil. Much 
plowing was accomplished in the north 
central great plains and ‘seeding Win-
